PRICE OE LUMBER 


CONTINUES TO HIKE 


Skyward the price 
of 
lumber 
continues to wend its way. Where it 
will stop nobody seems to know'. A 
reporter went out yesterday to see 
what he could find out and one of 
the local lumber men spoke as fol­ 
lows : 
“It is true that lumber is ad­ 
vancing a little in price, but the 
price is not out of proportion to 
other things. The greatest increase 
in the past thirty days has been 
less than $5.00 per thousand. 
“No change was wrought in the 
price of lumber because of the war 
til March. 1917. At that time it 
advanced $8.00 in one month. The 
total increase so far since the be­ 
ginning of the war I should put 
at about TO per cent. I don’t know' 
how* much higher if will go. but it 
is only seeking its level with other 
things. 
‘Few people know what enters 
intt> the cost of lumber. 
An inves­ 
tigation would reveal the fact that 
labor is about 80 per cent of lum­ 
ber’s cost. 
This includes all la­ 
bor taking place from the stump 
to the local yard. As all labor has 
gon>* up in price it makes the price 
of the finished product necessari­ 
ly higher. 
“Another thing that enters into 
the price is the scarcity of lumber. 
The mills are not keeping more than 
4 0 per cent of the stock they used 
to carry, due to the fact that their

OKLAHOMA BLUE SKY 


LAW EFFECTIVE SOON 


OKLAHOMA 
CITY, 
J u n e 
25.— 
Sixty-three senate and house bills, 
passed by the last legislature, be 
cam * effective today under the rule 
that all nonemergency m easures are 
in force ninety days after the ad­ 
journm ent of the legislature. 
Ad­ 
jo u rn m en t was taken March 29. 
Probably one of the most impor­ 
tant measures to become effective 
today is the "blue sky” law, senate 
bill No. 135. 
Originally introduced 
in both houses, it embodied prac­ 
tically the Kansas law, but went 
through 
a course of am endm ents 
and revisions. 
At one time its ad­ 
ministration was lodged in the Cor­ 
poration 
Commission, 
but 
finally 
plactd in the hands of a commis­ 
sion composed of the Secretary of 
State, State Auditor and Bank Com­ 
missioner. 
The commistion is given power to 
select a secretary woo shall be sec­ 
retary 
to 
the commission, and 
a 
paid official. 
He shall look after 
the details in connection with in­ 
spection ot records and reports of 
all stock selling companies, make 
investigations 
and 
report 
to 
the 
commission, which will perform all 
functions bestowed upon it by law. 
Lewis Terry of Hobart 
has been 
selected 
as 
the 
secretary 
to 
the 
board and will take up his duties 
July 1. 
This will be the first "blue sky" 
law 
for Oklahoma.

to the companies coming under its 
supervision, and reports given u n ­ 
der oath will be closely scanned.
